For many reasons, 
our city may be 


justly proud 
of her 
medical faculty. 


Our medical 
men 
are daily called 


upon to treat "all the ills that flesh is 
heir to," 
on account 
ofthe peculiar 


reputation of our city as a sanitarium. 
We have 
noticed from time to time 


some of the many evidences 
of pro- 


fessional 
ability among 
the alumni; 


but 
we 
acknowledge 
an 
especial 


pleasure in presenting 
to-day 
a brief 


statement pertaining to the use of the 
aspirator in the treatment of an ovar- 
ian humor in this city. 
So far as 
we 


know, the instrument 
has never been 


used in this country for the relief of 
ovarian 
cysts, 
and the credit of its 


first application for the relief of that 
disorder 
belongs 
to Drs. Kurtz and 


Brooke, who, on Friday last, operated 
upon Mrs. Geo. 
Wilhelm, relieving 
her of thirty pints, orthirty-six pounds 
by weight, ofthe contents of an ovar- 
ian cyst or tumor.. 


The lady at present 
writing is com- 
fortable, and has Buffered none of the 
inconveniences 
which ordinarily at- 


tend the process 
of tapping in such 


cases. 
It is our purpose to speak more 
particularly 
of the aspirator 
and its 


use, than of the operation. 
This in- 


strument was brought to the notice of 
the French 
Academy of Medicine, by 


Dr. George Dieulafoy, of Paris, in No- 
vember, I860; 
but some controversy 


exists as to the merit of the invention 
being invested 
in Dr. Dieulafoy, of 


Paris, or Dr. Fowditch of Rostoti. The 
chief merit of the instrument consists 
in its use to imbibe or draw off accu- 
mulations 
of gas or fluid fioin any 


portion of the body, 
without admit- 
ting air or causing injury or shock. 
It 


consists of a auction-pump 
capable of 


producing 
a 
vacuum 
in 
its barrel, 


which 
communicates 
with a 
two- 


pound graduated receiving vessel, con- 
nected with the barrel by means 
of 


rubber tubing. 
Another piece of rub- 


ber tubing, four or live feet long, with 
;i short piece of glass 
tubing spliced 


into it near its distal extremity, com- 
municates 
with the receiving 
vessel 


and the exploring needle, 
the latter 


being 
hollow, 
sharp - pointed 
and 


bended, 
and being a combined canula 


and trocar, with a stop-cock.- 
The op- 


eration of Drs. Kurtz and Brooke was 
conducted 
as follows: 
The aspirator 


being ready (i.e., the previous vacuum 
beiug made), the 
needle 
was 
intro- 


duced at the proper point. 
When the 


needle 
had 
penetrated 
the 
tissue 
so 


that the opening at ita point was not 
iv contact with the external 
air, the 


stop-cock 
connected 
with the needle 


was opened and the vacuum 
was thus 


formed in the needle itself. 
The uee- 


dle, carrying the vacuum with it, was 
then slowly pushed 
in the direction of 


the tumor 
until the 
fluid 
contents 


flowed over the 
glass 
index, showing 


that a tumor had been pierced. 
Then, 


by 
means of the suction-pump, 
the 


tumor was emptied of three and three- 
fourths 
gallons of aero-sanguineous, 


gelotiuous fluid, in the space 
of one 


hour, without pain or discomfort to the 
patient 
and without making an open- 


ing much larger than would be occa- 
sioned by inserting acommon 
darning 


needle. 
Within the last year the as- 


pirator has been used 
with great suc- 


cess in pleural effusions, peri-carditis, 
distended bladder 
and in effusions 
of 


joints, but we feel free to assert 
that 


to the medical faculty of our city be- 
longs the credit of iutroducing aspira- 
tion in the treatment of ovarian 
dis- 


ease.

It willbe seen that while there 


was an increase 
of 54 cents in the per 


capita cost ofGovernment from 
1840 to 


1800, there was ancreaseof 
$2 36 in the 


rate in the last decade?the 
rate being 


more than 
doubled. 
In the estimate 


we do not include the annual interest 
on the debt; 
this, added 
to the net 


ordinary expenditures 
for 1870, would 


make the per capita cost about $8.

character. 


Circumstantial 
evidence 
is held 
to 


be 
the 
strongest 
evidence 
In 


in the world, yet a small link?a link 


so small as to be entirely overlooked 
by the common 
mind?may 
be want- 


ing and an innocent man 
be hanged. 


If legal acumen 
point out the break 


and save a life, the common mind will 
read the evidence 
and hold 
the man 


guilty. 
Circumstantial 
evidence 
is 


strong 
against Beecher. 
It seems 


that he must 
be guilty, and public 


opinion is that lie ought to be and is 
guilty; yet there may be a link miss- 
ing, without which this chain

a stain on the 


transparent 
fabric. 
Beechkr 
has 


taught this, and had he practised it all 
the demons 
of earth 
could not have 


harmed him. 
As it is, no verdict at 


law will restore 
him the respect 
and 


confidence of the people. 
His sun of 


usefulness 
has 
set?gone 
down in a 


cloud of doubt and distrust, 
and will 


rise again nevermore.

dian was laid upon the pyre and 
the 


mourners took up their position to the 
windward. 
Torches were then applied 


and tho flames 
began the work. 
The 


Flag man says the sight of the roast- 
ing body 
was 
sickening. 
The flesh 


became 
charred and blackened and as 


the cords ami muscles 
contracted, 
the 


arms, 
legs 
and 
trunk 
were 
moved 


with writhings 
and 
contortions, 
as 


though the form had life and sense 
of 


feeling. 
The Indian 
had died in a 


drunken debauch,and 
when the flames 


penetrated 
to his entrails the alcohol 
ignited 
and burned 
in a blue flame 


over the body 
for several 
minutes. 


Chief Francisco, who was boss stoker, 
then replenished 
the tire, and with a 


long stick pushed the projecting limbs 
into the center of the flames, uttering 
grunts of satisfaction at the successful 
progress of the cremation.

operation required 
about three hours 


time, although 
not much was to be 


seen of tbe boiiy after tbe first hour.
